REMARKS 

Claims 1, 2, 5-19, 21-29, 31, 32, 34-44, 46, and 48-57 are pending. Claims 35-38, 49-52 
and 54 were objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(C). Claims 31, 3S38 and 49-52 have been amended 
to conform to 37 CFR 1 .75(C). No new matter has been added. 



Information Disclosure Statement 

The Office Action has also stated that U.S. Application Serial Numbers 07/ 463,358 
(Reference JU), 07/566,977 (Reference JV), 08/383,666 (Reference JW), 08/398,901 (Reference 
JX), 09/016,520 (Reference JY), 09/123,108 (Reference JZ) and 09/130,973 (Reference KA) have 
been removed as they have allegedly failed to comply with 37 C.F.R. 1 .98.' However, as Applicant 
has noted on sheet 16 of 16 of the current IDS, 37 C.F.R. 1.98 (Rule 98) requires that no copy of a 
pending U.S. application need be included in an IDS.^ There is no requirement that a pending U.S. 
application cited in an IDS needs a publication date to be considered on an IDS. Absent some
